“I think we’re going to have some 
children killed there, and I think 
we’ ve got to do something about it.”’ 

The speaker was Yorba Linda City 
Councilman Henry W. Wedaa. The 
time was Monday night. The 
occasion was the second regular city 
council meeting of the month. 

The subject was parking along the 
south side of Yorba Linda Boulevard 
in front of the Las Casitas 
apartments. 

Wedaa contended that on-street 
parking there posed a hazard in that 
children jay-walking across Yorba 
Linda from the apartments to 
Lakeview Plaza across the busy 
thoroughfare tend to step out from 
between concealed parked automo- 
biles. If the cars were not there, at 
least the jay-walkers would be 
visible before entering _ traffic, 
Wedaa suggested. 

But according to James E. 
Wilmoth, owner of Yorba Linda 
Nursery, next to the apartments, 
‘‘Ninety per cent of the children use 
the sidewalk’’--and cross safely at 
the corner stoplight at Lakeview. 


pe ls Whit Cromwell fur- 
ther countered that a _ similar 
problem existed on every well- 
travelled street in town. 

Wedaa’s proposal to establish a 
bike lane along Yorba Linda at the 
same time the parking was 
eliminated also came under fire. 
Local resident Jerry Carlson 
suggested that traffic on the road 
made use of bicycles there 
dangerous enough that nothing 
should be done to encourage its use 


by cyclists. 
A spokesman for the owners of the 
apartments further objected to 


elimination of the 18 spaces 
available on the street on grounds 
that prospective tenants in the 
complex needed the places for 
parking. 

If they were done away with, he 
said, signs would be needed to direct 
such persons to parking alongside 
the apartments, off the street. 

In the end, the council split 2-2 on 
the issue, Councilman Rudolph 
Castro siding with Wedaa in so far 
as wanting further information as to

ordinance will undergo some 
changes as a result of merchant’s 
protests voiced at a lengthy hearing 
last week but the contested 
ordinance stood up very well in the 
face of a strong verbal assault. 

The Planning Commission-City 
Council approved ordinance receiv- 
ed strong support from the 
Beautification Committee. 

Spearheaded by the Chamber of 
Commerce, merchants sought relief 
from sections of the law that place 
strong restrictions on large, moving 
and lighted signs. They were 
successful to some extent but one of 
the major points, signs that move 
and flutter continued to draw frowns 
from the planners. 


There is some sentiment towards 
alleviating those conditions. At the 
suggestion of Commissioner Anton 
Groot it was voted to have the 
Beautification Committee and the 
Chamber study the sign problem of 
auto dealers as a ‘‘special use.”’ 

This came about after auto dealer 
Bob Booz of B&B Chevrolet testified 
vigorously -in favor of the 


“‘traditional’’ pennants, banners 
and fluttering signs used by car 
agencies. 


Booz asserted that more auto 
dealers would locate in Yorba Linda, 
thus swelling the city’s coffers 
through substantial sales tax 
dollars, if the sign restrictions were 
removed.

‘Call Home’ Policy 
To Be Launched 


An Accountability for Absent 
Students policy or ‘‘Call Home’’ 
program has been adopted by the 
Yorba Linda School District. The 


policy is an outgrowth of an incident. 


in Placentia several months ago in 
which a young boy enroute to school 
lost his life after being injured while 
playing on oil well equipment. 

Under the policy students whose 
absence is not accounted for shortly 
after the school day begins will be 
checked through telephone calls to 
their homes. 

A letter explaining the policy and 
the program will be sent to parents 
of all students in the district. It will 
also contain a request for parents to 
volunteer their time to make the 
calls. 


The program will be on a 


volunteer help basis as no general 


the extent of the problem, 
Councilmen Cromwell and Dale 
Chaput generally seeing no present 
need for action.

*passed on first reading and set 
for puble hearing at the council’s 
Feb. 17 meeting a _ proposed 
amendment to the city code 
requiring smoke detectors be 
installed in existing dwellings when 
structural changes amounting to at 
least $1000 are made in such 
buildings (detectors are already 
required in all new dwellings; 
councilmen showed some difference 
of opinion regarding the measure, 
Cromwell noting that ‘‘the cost (of 
the detectors) is minimal,’’ while 
Chaput objected that the city need

fund dollars will be expended to 
implement it. It is estimated that the 
program will be instituted the first 
week in February. 

As adopted by the Board of 
Trustees the policy provides: 

‘‘The Board of Trustees of the 
Yorba Linda School District believes 
that schools should work coopera- 
tively with parents and community 
agencies to ensure, to the best of 
their collective efforts, the health 
and safety of all students. 

‘‘By law, schools assume legal 
responsibility for children only when 
they arrive on school premises 
during designated school hours or 
are under the direct supervision of 
school . personnel. However, the 
Yorba Linda School District will 
make every reasonable effort to 
know the whereabouts of every child 
enrolled in its schools when he/she 
is absent during school hours. 

‘The Board of Trustees encoura- 
ges and urges all parents in the 
Yorba Linda School District to 
cooperate with their local school(s) 
to establish a system of communica- 
tion between home and school which 
will aid in the protection of the child 
on his/her way to and from school.’’ 


Nice Weather, 
but No Rain 


Warm winter weather, the 
attraction which lured many cold 
weather area residents to California, 
has been enjoyed for several 
extended periods this winter in 
Yorba Linda and _ throughout 
Southern California. 

Some of the daily temperature 
readings, especially those in the 
mid-80’s last week set records for 
specific dates. 

The weather has not only been 
warm but dry. There has been very 
little rainfall with the last 
precipitation being a small amount 
recorded on December 12. 

While the weather has_ been 
enjoyable, the lack of rain has been a 
matter of concern to water agencies 
and their officials. 

Persistent dry weather’ in 
November and December has 
caused precipitation in California to 
fall to about 50 per cent of normal 
and even lower in this area. 

Ralph Shook, general manager of 
the Yorba Linda Water District, 
termed the present situation: 
“*Quite a dry year’’ but said no crisis 
exists although ‘‘we will have to 
pump water.”’ 

Shook said the next six to seven 
weeks will be critical because the 
opportunities of rainfall decrease 
after February. Most of the rain 
comes in the December to February 
period. The ‘‘rain year’’ is on a fiscal 
year basis rather than on a calendar 
year.

declared: ‘‘I am against downgrad- 
ing the ordinance.

A summary will 
be prepared, checked by both 
groups and then come back before 
the commission for action.

The EFPC is a committee of 
community residents who study 
district population and make 
recommendations to the board of 
education on how to house students 
in the rapidly growing Placentia 
district. Ruth Leonard and Lee 
Wilcox chair the committee. 

Among problems to be discussed 
at Thursday’s meeting are over- 
crowded conditions at Bernardo 
Yorba Junior High and Esperanza 


High schools in the eastern part of 
the district and at Sierra Vista 
Elementary School in the north- 
western part of the district. 

“The EFPC is not a decision- 
making group,’’ explained Patrick 
Bowman, the district’s director of 
planning and eonstruction who 
works with the committee. ‘‘Com- 
mittee members pinpoint housing 
problems and recommend solutions 
to elected trustees, who make the 
final decisions.’’ No dates have yet 
been set for board discussion on 
boundary changes. 

‘‘Good weather and increased 
activity in the building industry are 
bringing new houses and children to 
the district even faster than we 
anticipated,’’ Bowman said. 


Blue Curb For Handicapped 


Among many changes in the 
Vehicle Code, one has_ special 
meaning for the handicapped, but it 
may also affect every driver, 
according to Sgt. Baker of the Brea 
Police Department. 

Beginning January Ist, the 
legislature has authorized special 
parking zones for the use of vehicles 
displaying handicapped license 
plates. These zones will be indicated 
by pajnting the curb blue. 

Also, spaces reserved for the 


handicapped in off-street’ parking , 
facilities may be marked by a blue.

$2 Million Permits 


Over $2 million valuation was 
placed on 289 building permits 
issued by the City of Yorba Linda in 
December. While falling some $1.8 
million behind the November 
valuation, the amount was a 
tremendous increase from Decem- 
ber of 1974 when permits were 
valued at only $171,081. 

Permits were issued for 68 
additions, 26 single family units and 
for five signs. In addition, other 
permits brought the December total 
to 289 with a total valuation of 
$2,095,895. 

This brought the year to date total 
to $15,760,239, a substantial 
increase over the previous year to 
date, which registered just over $9.8 
million.
